Whitman believes that the Thaw case 
is a disgrace to the state and is willing 
to do all in his power to have the mur- 
derer returned to the asylum from 
which he escaped several weeks ago 
But Mr. Whitman Is snid to be of the 
opinion that proper Jurisdiction lies 
with the attorney general's office rath- 
er than the district attorney of this 
county. Whitma\n assured Jerome dur- 
ing an hour's conference that he would 
put his office and all its facilities at 
the command of the attorney general. 


Nature of Indictment. 


Should an indictment be found it 


would accuse Thaw of conspiring with 
others to escape from Matteawan. 
The offense is a misdemeanor. Or- 
dinarily extradition of a fugitive Is not 
obtained on a misdemeanor charge, but 
It lies within the discretionary powers 
of Governor Felker of New Hampshire 
to honor a request from Governor 
Glynn to return Thaw to this state for 
an alleged misdemeanor. 


If Whitman puts the case before the 


grand jury and an indictment should 
be filed It would then be necessary for 
the prosecutor to certify to Governor 
Glynn, in order to extradite Thaw, that 
not only had a true bill been returned, 
but that the case against Thaw was 
strong enough to try in court Unless 
there is a reasonable prospect of ob- 
taining a conviction a case Is not con- 
sidered of sufficient strength to go to 
trial.

In starting an asparagus bed some 
irdeners prefer using the two-year- 
d and some the one-year-old roots,

Second Extra Session to Pas* Law! 


That Will Curb Traffic In Liquor, 
Proclamation 8>ys Cities Should En- 
force Law* as Well •• Country Di>- 
'tricte—Direct Plea to Voters, 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. l.M3alllng a 


second extraordinary session of tbe 
Tennessee legislature to consider pro- 
hibition law enforcement bills. Gov- 
ernor Hooper in his proclamation says: 


"The question which now confronts 


the people ia. Shall tbe laws of the 
state be enforced In the city as well 
as ID the country, or shall the outlaw- 
ed saloons corruptly dominate not only 
the cities, but the legislature and the 
entire state?" 


The enforcement bills were killed by 


a filibuster In the lower house of the 
legislature last week during the first 
extraordinary session. 
The second 


session is called for Oct. 13. 


The governor's proclamation is a di- 


rect appeal to the people. "In the flght 
for the, enforcement of laws in this 
state I desire to appeal directly to the 
great masses of our citizenship for 
support and co-operation," he says. 
"Developments of the last few weeks 
have demonstrated to my mind that 
an overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple, regardless of political affiliations, 
are determined to put an end to the 
open, flagrant and disgraceful nullifi- 
cation of the law in the cities of the 
state. 


"I therefore appeal to the people of 


every county !n the state to rise above 
the narrow confines of partisan limita- 
tion, to assemble at the county seats 
and elsewhere and to Instruct, encour- 
age and support both the governor 
and the general assembly In the res- 
toration of the majesty of the law."

After some hedging Mr. Puller said 
that be supposed the transfer was 
made because the firm "thought it wise 
not to have securities going around the 
street in William Sulzer's name." No 
money had figured In the loan, which, 
according to Mr. Fuller, was" consider- 
ed by his firm as a cross entry. 


Counsel for the managers went back 


to the year 1910, when Sulzer borrowed 
$6,000 of Harris & Fuller on ten shares 
of Big Four stock and had the firm 
buy him another hundred shares. The 
stock was then selling at 80, but it im- 
mediately began to go down, and Har 
rls & Fuller began writing letters to 
Sulzer asking him to put up more mar- 
gin. 


Reading from the Financial Chron- 


icle, counsel showed that the price had 
gone downward until by July 9 it had 
reached 70. Bulzer had finally come In. 
said the witness, with 200 more shares 
of Big Four stock and deposited them 
as extra margin to protect his other 
holdings. 


Has to Replenish Margins. 


In consideration of this the firm had 


lent Sulzer another $500. In Septem- 
ber the firm lent him another $1,000 
On Nov. 1 Sulzer substituted 200 
shares of Smelters stock for 200 of the 
Big Four in his account with Harris 
& Fuller. 


On April 20, mil, the firm bought 


him another 100 shares of Big Four 
at 57 and on the following day receiv- 
ed another 100 shares from Sulzer as 
extra margin.

GALLS ON ALL LEGISLATORS 


Second Extra Session to Pa** Law* 


That Will Curb Traffic In Liquor, 
Proclamation Say* Cities Should En- 
force Law* a* Well •• Country Di>- 
'trict*—Direct Plea to Voters. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. l.M3alllng a 


second extraordinary session of tbe 
Tennessee legislature to consider pro- 
hibition law enforcement bills. Gov- 
ernor Hooper in his proclamation says: 


"The question which now confronts 


the people ia. Shall tbe laws of the 
state be enforced In the city as well 
as ID the country, or shall the outlaw- 
ed saloons corruptly dominate not only 
the cities, but the legislature and the 
entire state?" 


The enforcement bills were killed by 


a filibuster In the lower house of the 
legislature last week during the first 
extraordinary session. 
The second 


session is called for Oct. 13. 


The governor's proclamation is a di- 


rect appeal to the people. "In the flght 
for the, enforcement of laws in this 
state I desire to appeal directly to the 
great masses of our citizenship for 
support and co-operation," he says. 
"Developments of the last few weeks 
have demonstrated to my mind that 
an overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple, regardless of political affiliations, 
are determined to put an end to the 
open, flagrant and disgraceful nullifi- 
cation of the law in the cities of the 
state. 


"I therefore appeal to the people of 


every county !n the state to rise above 
the narrow confines of partisan limita- 
tion, to assemble at the county seats 
and elsewhere and to Instruct, encour- 
age and support both the governor 
and the general assembly In the res- 
toration of the majesty of the law."

reached 70. Bulzer had finally come In.

holdings.

lent Sulzer another $500. In Septem- 
ber the firm lent him another $1,000
